The Jews have had trouble | 


ever since they rejected Christ 
and there does not seem to be 
much hope for them until they 
get established in their own 
land. Although the world war 
seems to be over at present the 
poor Jew still suffers, and it is 
feared by those that are watch- 
ing such things that there will 
soon be a general outbreak a- 
gainst them again in Russia, 
Roumania and Poland. 

I feel that our people need to 
keep informed about’ these 
things so I here’ give a few 
quotations from what we be- 
lieve to be reliable sources. 
These troubles are only more 
fulfillment of prophecy and this 
is always interesting to Bible 
scholars. 

‘Civilization will be a mock- 
ery and democracy a delusion 
so long as any nation tolerates 
or permits the sort of treatment 
which has been meted out to the 
Jews of Poland.” declares the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. A 
writer in the Literary Digest 
says, “While the persecutions 
and massacres already reported 
are disturbing enough in them- 
selves, they are but scattered 
sparks compared to the confla- 
gration some observers foresee-”’ 

Mr. William G. Shepherd, in 
a Paris dispatch to the New 
York Evening Post, says that 
“not only leading Jews in 
France, but even notable Rus- 
sian authorities, including Ker- 
ensky, admit the possibility that 
the next Russian horror will 
consist of attacks on Jews.” He 
pictures “the Jewry of the en- 
tire world awaiting with bated 
breath events upon which hangs 
life or death for Hebrews in the 
coming upheavel in Russia.” 


Another quotation brings even 
more startling news concerning 
this dark picture before us. “The 
day a determined mob starts 
down the streets of Petrograd 
and Moscow shouting ‘Kill the 
Jews! ‘Give us bread!’ will prob- 
ably be the day that the next 
successful revolution will start,” 
Frazier Hunt in a dis- 
patch from Helsingfors to the 
Chicago Tribune. And he adds: 
“This cry of ‘Kill the Jews!’ 
probably will be a terror that 
will usher in the bloodiest pro- 
gram that the world ever has 
seen.” 

Says a correspondent of the 
Jewish New York Day, “I have 
secured a documentary report 
regarding the Jewish massacres 
in Ukraine, which was just 
brought via of Odessa. Since De- 
cember the black record shows 
tens of thousands of Jewish 
victims in cities, towns, and 
hamlets which were pillaged and

“The Jews can’t use railway 
transportation on account of 
the terrible treatment by con- 
ductors and passengers. On 
March 17, on the way from 
Lodz to Kalisch, Polish passen- 
gers applied a match to the 
beard of Joseph Lorinter, a 
highly respected merchant. 
They then thrust him out of 
the car and he was severely 
bruised.” 

Such atrocities are only pre- 
liminaries pointing to the great 


tribulation. Millions of earth’s 
inhabitants are  blood-thirsty 


and full of wickedness. The val- 
ue of life is almost nothing any- 
more. The demons of violence 
and death are streaming over 
the world and are in control of 
the multitudes. The people of 
America have enough of fight- 
ing and would love for the other 
nations to behave themselves, 
but it seems they will not. They 
will scarcely let us alone, and 
we can scarcely stand still and 
see the weaker of other peoples 
of the world imposed upon. It is 
very evident that trouble is not 
over yet. > 

Nation-wide and world-wide 
strikes are tokens of unrest. 
Bolshevism is causing much con- 
cern and is a breeder of discon- 
tent everywhere its influence is 
carried. The troubles between 
the nations are not yet at an 
end, although our peace envoys 
are doing their best to reach an 
agreement and _ secure a just 
peace. There is a meaning to 
the delay. They may not know, 
we do not know, probably no 
one knows, but there is always 
something to cause dissatisfac- 
tion and a break.

In this little article I do not! 
,purpose to make any dogmatic 
assertions, for one of the prim- 


\ary rules of right thinking is to 


avoid that. And when one sets 
about to refute the arguments 
of science he has taken up a 
task that is very difficult, for 
science is demonstrated facts. 

To begin with I am convinced 
that the authenticity of the 
Bible can be proved by the 
most’ rigid’ scientific tests, 
whereas scientists, whose name 
is legion, declare that by science 
they are able to show the Bible 
to be in many places wrong? 
both in fact and in figure, so I 
have opposition. 

Which is right, the scientists 
or I? I don’t know. They have 
studied the evidences in the 
case longer than I have; they 
are undoubtedly far superior to 
me in mentality; they have ap- 
plied every natural and scien- 
tific test known to all genera- 
tions; they have collaborated 
with their study the facts col- 
lected from geological,historical, 
and astronomical research over 
all the centuries of ancient and 
modern § civilization— In fact, 
from every logical point of 
view they have the advantage 
of us Pentecostal people, ap 
parently, and of me in particular 
in this argument. 


I once talked with a_ very 
learned theologian and _ philos- 
opher from Harvard University 
and in the eourse of our conver- 
sation I said that our people un- 
der the power of the Holy Spirit 


were talking in new _ tongues: 
“Nonsense,” he _ replied ina 
contemptuous chuckle, “It 


can’t be done.” “But,” I replied, 
“they are doing it whether it can 
be done or not.” I told him he 
reminded me of the man who, 
having been put in jail for some 
alleged offense, sent for his 
lawyer to come to him. Through 
the bars the prisoner told his 
story to the 


lawyer. “But, my 
man,” spoke the attorney irri- 
tably. “they can’t put you in 


jail for that.” The prisoner — re- 
plied, “It may be they can’t, but 
just the same I’m here!” Al- 
though science may have an 
Aristotle to Argue that we don’t 
speak in new tongues, she can’t 
prove we don’t because we are 
doing it. It happens that I have 
learned to talk to an_ extent 
in afew foreign languages, 
partly by courses in school and 
partly by travel.

true. 


Modern theologians never take 
a single verse of Scripture alone 
and interpret it without taking 
it in view of all the Bible—and 
that is a splendid idea. But they 
do not stop there. In conformity 
iwith modern  progressiveness 
| they do not take the Bible alone 
in connection with the argu- 
ments of modern _ scientific 
thought, and, I am sorry to say, 
| where the two seem to conflict, 
| scientific thought is favored. 

Now science is a fine thing. 
Science taken into the corn 
field makes two ears grow 
where one grew before. Taken 
into the earth it produces for 
the world products of the high- 
'est usefulness. Taken into the 
|factory it brings forth the 
greatest comforts and conven- 
iences of life. Science is a won- 
| der ful thing, and the world will 
remain in debt to science for 
ever for the modern civilization 
and progress that has made this 
world such a very fine place to 
live in. 





But take science into love 
and marriage and see what has 
been the result; by universal 
verdict, a failure absolute. Why 
did science fail there? I don’t 
know, do you? Neither do the 
scientists, they simply know it 
failed. The eugenic marriages 
were very beautiful—on paper. 
In the home a failure. Science 
has been able to deal with tangi- 
ble elements with remarkable 
success. For marriage there 
were tangible elements, a man 
and a woman. Science said if we 
put the man and woman togeth- 
er we have husband and _ wife. 
They brought two eligibles to- 
gether and in the dictionary 
sense they were husband and: 
wife. But. the husband and wife 
soon separated, there was not 
the fundamental element, love. 
And science couldn’t manipulate 
hat requisite for family union. It 
came from some place to which 
he scientists dtd not have 
access. e 


Now, brethren, I am of the 
opinion that scientists can make 
a Christian in the dictionary and 
ecclesiastical sense of the 
word. They can take the man 
and put him in the church, 
pledge himself by his signature 
to faithful performance of 
Christian duty. But I venture 
that no Christianity exists be- 
cause of that union no more 
than does marriage in the case 
of the marital union above. 
There is an element that is not 
‘angible, they can’t handle it. 
And where they try to handle it 
the failure comes. 

I once asked a young minis- 
ter of a “scientific” church if he 
knew at just what moment his 
sins were pardoned. “Sure, they 
are pardoned all the time.” 

“What I mean, when you first 
got forgiveness of all your sins 
to date; how did you feel?” 

“TI felt nothing,” he replied. 
I simply knew that my sins 
were forgiven.”

experience as I had it would 
have seemed that the windows 
of heaven had opened and 
blessings more than you could 
contain had come down upon 
you.”

I asked him if he did not think 
his indictment was rather se 
vere, and attempted to show 
him by papers that I was quite 
steady in mentality in testi- 
mony of which I showed that 
I was at that time a_ leading 
spirit in a considerable enter- 
prise and associated with me 
were leading University Presi- 
dents and men prominent in 
public life, and I hoped he 
wouldn’t judge me too harshly.

Then there is considerable 
discussion about the origin of 
man, the origin of the world, of 
species etc. This discussion is 
very interesting and I read 
nearly every thing I find about 
it no matter the absurdity or 
plausibility.

Geologists divide the creation 
of the universe up into periods of 
incomprehensible length, and 
then after getting the universe 
here (Where did it come from?), 
there are eons of time before 
man comes on. 

God made Adam of clay and 
breathed in him the breath of 
life says the Bible. Many scien- 
tific researches lend color to var- 
ious theories offered for the 
evolution of man from a pro- 
toplasmic state to his present 
stage, a little lower than the 
angels. 

Joshua commanded the sun 
to stand still, while it is well 
demonstrated that the sun with 
relation to us is stationary. Also 
that by the law of inertia it is 
quite probable that the sun did) 
not stand still. 

There were no whales in the 
Mediterranean, _ probably, to 
swallow Jonah. The three He- 
brew children were clever Jews, 
probably, and manipulated 
Babylonian reflectors very suc- 
cessfully. The devils going into 
the swine was a parable to show 
the swinish dispositions of the 
people of those parts. 

Those that believe these var- 
ious theories have some ground 
for their belief, perhaps more 
ground open for demonstration 
than those who deny them, if 
we take them as mere histori- 
cal facts. 


But suppose they are all true, 
and suppose science can demon- 
strate that they are true, what 
diffeyance does it make in the 
matter of our salvation The 
way I look at it now I don’t 
think it matters much whether 
we were a part of a wet clay 
bank and we were piled up a 
pile of mud, and made living 
men with the faculties of a hu- 
man being or whether we were 
anthropoid apes hanging by 
our tails in some primeval jun- 
gle. Does it make any difference 
to you? To have had either an- 
cestry would be found to de- 
monstrate the greatness of God 
in bringing out of it a man like 
you, with the ability you have, 
your capabilities, to enjoy pleas- 
ure, to hate evil, and to love the 
Creator and render praise to 
Him. What do you think about 
it? ~ 

Science seems to be certain 
that there is no hell, as we used 
to think there was, and as the 
Bible says there is. Moreover 
science has an idea in its gloom- 
ier moments that there is no 
heaven either; but in gayer 
hours and more optomistic be 
lieves there is a heaven and 
that everybody will go there— 
religious dogmas . and_ creeds 
notwithstanding. 

Well, in view of all the the- 
ories about these things, and the 
confusion among the Christian 
churches, I sometimes wonder 
if, all of us being human, we are 
not all wrong. I am pretty well 
convinced that the Christians 
will go to heaven and the sin- 
ners will go to hell. But suppos- 
ing there isn’t any heaven: well, 
I feel this way about it; I’m go- 
ing to have the joys of a Christ- 
ian life here and the hope of 
winning heaven if there is one; 
rather than be a_ sinner. and 
miss the joys of a Christian and 
also run the risk of missing 
heaven, if there should chance 
to be one. 

I say this for science—she 
does a great work in the labor- 
atory, in industrial, and educa-

Multitudes of weary souls 
have slaked their thirst by read- 
ing this wonderful ninety-first 
Psalm. It has been a source of 
satisfaction to both men and 
women during . the severest 
trials. They have bathed their 
weary souls in the refreshing 
fountain and crept into the se- 
cret place and sweetly rested. 
They felt secure shut up in such 
a place. After having read the 
first verse they have passed to 
the second and said, ‘I will say 
of the Lord.” Made it personal. 
How sweet! How soothing! How 
pleasant after having such an 
awful conflict with the enemy 
powers! I fancy I hear some 
weary soul say,“He is my refuge 
and my fortress.” Faith gather- 
ed as they continued the read- 
ing until they could say from a 
full trusting heart, “My God! In 
Him will | trust!” 

I appeal to every lover of the 
Lord to live in such close 
touch—-such sacred nearness 
with the Lord that you may be 
able to appropriate this 
derful Psalm to yourself and 
make it your own, so you can 
rest securely in His presence in 
the awful days that are sure to 
follow. 

We have protection now. The 
laws of our country are a_pro- 
tection from the onslaught of 
lawless mobs. The chief officers 
are our friends. (Rom. 13:3,4-) 
Quite recently the governor of 
one of the states very kindly 
and promptly offered to furnish 
us troops for our protection if 
they were needed so we could 
continue our religious services. 
This was in answer to an appeal 
from us when the local authori- 
ties refused to give the needed 


wor 


protection. The disturbance 
was quelled, peace was restored 
and the meeting was a success. 
The Church was set in order: 
and we won the respect of the 
the country. 

We pray for our rulers. We 
pray for all in authority. (1 Tim. 
2:2.) We appreciate our gov- 
ernment. The government as- 
sists us in our work in a thou- 
sand ways. But our people of 
other countries are not so well 
protected. And sometimes be- 
fore the officials in this country 
have time to act our people are 
exposed were it not for the lov- 
ing care of our Lord. Taking ev- 
ery thing into consideration we 
can do nothing better than ad- 
vise every one to live so close to 
God that He will extend His lov- 
ing arm and take you into His 
loving embrace where nothing 
can harm or make afraid. The 
saints of God must flee to the 
91st. Psalm fogrefuge. And this 
can only be done by a _ deep 
spiritual experience, and an un 
equivocal ~° consecration and 
submission to God. 


What wonderful promises! 
He shall deliver thee from the 
snare of the fowler, and from 
the noisome pestilence.’’ But no 
one can hope for such protec- 
tion and live in any _slipshod 
manner. This means a straight 
life. It means full of love and 
Obedience and loyalty and hu- 
mility. Conversation right, de- 
portment right, thoughts right, 
and all right both the inner life 
and the outward life. All yielded 
to God so there will be no hold 
backs or pullbacks. The love of 
God must have the preminence. 


It is as necessary now for the 
Lord’s children to be‘‘one heart 
and one soul” as it was in the 
time of the early Church. I 
believe it is safe to say that when 
the awful tribulation days break 
in the Lord’s children must 
stick together or go down in de- 
feat There is a, spirit working 
now to this end. People are tired 
of divisions. Paul was tired of 
them and saints of all ages have 
been tired of divisions. Jesus 
prayed for unity, and I am sure 
His prayer will be answered. 
There is a strong tendency in 
that direction now although 
there are divisions. But divisions 
will cease in proportion to loy-

alty and submission to Christ. 
Listen! To those who have 
fled to the 91st. Psalm for pro- 
tection. He says, ‘“‘He shall cover 
feathers, and 
under His wings shalt thou 
trust. His truth shall be thy 
shield and buckler.”” What com- 
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fort and consolation! Instead of 
being frightened and worried 
one can trust God and rest. His 
truth stands outas a mighty 
wall of protection. I tell you, 
when one is sheltered under the 
truth he is invincible. 
hosts of the underworld may 
come against him, but it will 
scarcely be felt by him. His 
friends may turn traitors to him 
and do their best to down him, 
but it will have no effect. The 
truth.is truly a shield. Itisa 
buckler as well now as any 
time in the history of the 
world: 


One that is sheltered under 
the truth (not opinions) “shall 
not be afraid for the terror by 
night.” It is enough to give 
unspeakable joy and _ glory to 
know we have at last found the 
truth. It gives such boldness. It 
gives such confidence. The 
tighters are wearing themselves 
out now fighting, but the great 
Church -of God moves on as if 
there were no oppositions. They 
had just as well give up and let 
it shine, for God has told it to 
shine and it has to. shine. 
Arise and shine says God to the 
Church in the last days, and I 
wonder how they think they 
can put out its light. I[ think 
some people have sunk lower 
in intelligence than the San- 
hedrin Council in the days of the 
Apostles, for when they were 
considering the case of Peter 
and John they decided to let 
them alone, ‘for’ said they, “if 
this council (the work Peter and 
John was doing) or this work 
be of men, it will come to 
nought: but if it be of God, ye 
cannot overthrow it: lest haply 
ye be found even to fight 
against God.” (Acts 5:38, 39.) 


I suppose some who are work- 
ing so hard against us_ think 
they are doing God’s_ service, 
but when we know we have the 
truth it gives us but little con- 
cern, except we have a feeling of 
pity for them. As far as we are 
concerned we have no uneasi- 
ness—no unrest—no fears. 
“Thou shalt not be afraid,” 
holds now, and will seem more 
precious to us as the battle rages 
later on. 


The Psalmist speaks of de- 
struction wasting at noon day. 
Of course it will, When God 
said “Let there be light,’”’ the 
light came forth. So since the 
same God has said, ‘Arise and 
shine,” referring to the.Church, 
the Church has to shine, and all 
the efforts that men are mak 
ing to cover her over with 
blackness are of no avail. Her 
brightness intensifies as  at- 
tempts are made to enshroud her 
with gloom. I see her rising and 
shining brighter. 


I scarcely need to say more 
Read the entire Psalm. Get clos- 
er to God and rest. Get an exper- 
ience that takes away fear. Get 
an experience that carries you 
into the secret place where 
they cannot find you. They may 
search for you and may cast 
your name out as evil, but you 
will have no dispositioi? to take 
revenge. You will be too happy: 
too well satisfied with God to 
want to injure one that is trying 
to injure you. Be so full of love 
that you can speak kindly of 
your bitterest enemy. Love 
them that hate you. Carry a look 
of love instead of a look of hate. 


Walk over into the 9st. 
Psalm if you want a _ pleasant 
place to dwell. I know of no bet- 
ter place now, and how can we 
hope to find a place of more 
security as the tribulation days 
roll upon us? “There shall no 
evil befall thee” and what 
more can you want? No plague 
come nigh thy dwelling.” Isn’t 
that grand? And angels to have 
charge over you.
